Watchman Rescued as He 
Was Going Under for the 
Last Time. 


WAS STEALING CHICKEN 


Caught the Arresting Watchman 
About the Middle and Attempted 
Murder by Throwing Him Off 
the City of Chester. 


_ Negro love for yellow-legged chickens al- 
most cost Watchman Robert Harrington of 
the steamer City of Chester his life Mon- 
day morning. 

He was beaten and thrown into the Missis- 
sippi by the would-be stealer of the chick- 
ens and only rescued by the providential 
‘presence of Policeman Fred Lane. This 
resourceful officer got together a gang cf 
roustabouts and launching a boat, hauled 
the watchman out of the river, just as he 
was preparing to go under the third and 
last time. 

Richard Olark is what is kfiown as “a 
husky nigger.’’ He fires on the City of 
Chester, and he lives at 2623 Papin street, 
6t. Louls. When the good ship ended its 
voyage the eye of the husky fireman 
rested lovingly on a coop of excellent 
fowls on the boiler deck. It was 6:30 a. m. 
when the boat tied up at the wharf. 

The light was still dim. 

But it was not so dim that the watchful 
eye of Watchman Harrington was not able 
to. observe the fireman’s big arm reaching 
into the coop. 

“Drop it,”’ said the watchman. 

The ‘fireman did not do any dropping. On 
the contrary he proceeded to extract an 
exceptionally toothsome pullet. 

The watchman drew his revolver and lev- 
eled it at Clark. The negro made a leap 
at the watchman and knocked the revolver 
from his hand. 

They mixed up on the deck and the ne- 
@ro grasped the watchman around the mid- 
die and bore him to the rail. He swung 
him over and let him drop kerslop into the 
Mississippi. 

The incoming of the City. of Chester had 
attracted Policeman Fred Lane to the 
levee. The moment he saw Harrington 
thrown into the water he ran on to the 
wharfboat. He had all the roustabouts 
On the levee at work in five minutes, try- 
ing to rescue Harrington.

LIVED 15 YEARS 
ON RAW GRAINS 


Joseph William Sheppard Was 
Student of Brahmanism 
With Frice and Niedlet. 


WIFE THE DAUGHTER OF 
DR. LUDWIG BAUER, ST. LOUIc 


While Husband Was Investigating the 
“Higher Life’ Mrs. Sheppard Main- 
tained Herself by Teaching Sing- 
ing—Buried by His Family. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—Merely a formality 
will be the inquest into the death of Joseph 
William Sheppard, whose monomania for 
attaining absolute spiritual enfranchise- 
ment through denying himself even the 
physical satisfaction of food led to his death 
from starvation. 

Mr. Sheppard was buried yesterday in 
Woodlawn Cemetery by his son and two 
daughters, who hurried here from Atlantic 
City when informed of their father’s death. 
Though the gentlest of men, whose Bra- 
hamistic beliefs allowed him to harbor no 
unkindly thought nor the utterance of a 
harsh word, Mr. Sheppard was not happy 
in his family relations. 

Neither his wife nor his children were in 
sympathy with his absorption in the purely 
spiritual aspect of things and his peculiar 
aversion to cooked food, which was an out- 
growth of his Brahaministic belief. 

Dr. Julian Thomas. who was with Mr. 
Sheppard when he died and enjoyed his 
confidence, said that for fifteen years Mr. 
Sheppard had subsided entirely upon un- 
cooked grains. His principal diet was raw 
rice. Latterly he had almost entirely given 
up.the use of food, and though warned by 
Dr. Thomas that he would die if he persisted 
in refusing food. Two years ago Dr. 
Thomas says Sheppard tried to prove that 
he could live without food and almost died. 
Mr. Sheppard is said by friends who knew 
him in the West to have.been interested in 
oriental philosophy with his friends, Celsus 
Price and Dr. J. C. Niedlet of St. Louis, 
both of whom disappeared completely for 
several years and were said to have gone 
to India to become disciples of Buddha. 
They returned after many years, but to this 
day have never uttered a syllable that 
would reveal where they had been in their 
mysterious wanderings. 

In 1873 Mr. Sheppard, who was a native 
of England, married in St. Louis a daugh- 
ter of Dr. Ludwig Bauer, one of the most 
noted physicians in the Mississippi valley. 
Shié’ was “an” éducated woman and a singer 
of note. When Mr. Sheppard, who has been 
an inventor, became absorbed in the pur- 
suit of the “higher life,’’ he neglected his 
business and very often disappeared for 
prolonged periods from his home. Mrs. 
Sheppard maintained herself by teaching 
singing, and was assisted by her daughters 
in concert work. Finally Mrs. Sheppard 


and her family came to New York, where 
her brother, Otto Bauer, had entered the 
interior decorating business with A. Dud- 
ley Bristoll, at 14 Broadway. 

In 1901 Mrs. Sheppard secured a divorce 
from her husband and ten days later mar- 
ried Bramhall. They had an elegant home 
at 28 West Seventy-fifth street, where 
Mrs. Bramhalli’s children lived with them. 
The presence of the young Sheppards 
counel some friction and one — Mr. 
Bramhall left home and went to a Broad- 
way hotel. He returned, but later his 
health failed and he went .to a sanitarium 
at Stockbridge, Conn. Shortly after his 
return he disappeared completely. This 
was just a year after his marriage. His 
disappearance left the affairs of the deco- 
rating company in bad shape. Mr. Bauer, 
his junior partner, had not been in charge 
of the company’s financial affairs and he 
was unable in the absence of his partner 
to carry on the business. Creditors took 
charge of the place and nothing more was 
heard of Bramhall “by the public. 

rs. Bramhall, however, had expressed 
the confident belfef that her husband ‘would 
turn up all right and furnish a satisfactory 
explanation of his absence. Her confidence 
was rewarded, inasmuch as she did hear 
from him and left the city to join him. 
They are now running a hotel at Wood- 
burry, N. J. Mrs. Bramhall’s children are 
again with them. 

In speaking of his father William Shep- 
pard said: ‘The oid genticman had come 
to New York and lived at St. Dennis Hotel 
for two years without speaking to an in- 
mate of the house except the clerks. He 
was then placed by his children in the care 
of a Mrs. Madden at 159 West Eighty-third 
street, where he remained until he dated. 
Latterly he had enjoyed a large income 
from a patent window used largely on the 
fireproof buildings.

S. B. Stewart, aged 34 years, a merchant 
of Oriana, Ul, was injured in a pecullar 
mannef Sunday night at Channing and 
live street, while a passenger On east- 
ound Olive street car No. 395. 

Mr. Stewart was on his way to Union 
Station. He boarded one of the new wide 
cars at Grand avenue and lowered the win- 
dow. He was sitting with his left elbow 
slightly out of the open window, when on 
the curve in the street at Channing ave- 
nua a passing car of equal width struck 
his elbow. 

The impact threw his handgagainst the 
window of the west car with force suffi- 
cient to smash the glass and to jerk him 
from his seat to ‘the sill.

WENT BOGUS LORD 


Englishman Who Duped Mis- 
souri Girl Advised to 
“Cable to Edward.” 


BROTHER OF BRIDE 
WILL PROSECUTE HIM 


“TLieutenant-Colonel F. Seymour Bar- 
rington of His Majesty’s Horse 
Guards’? Must Occupy Bench 
With Common Drunks. 


“Lieutenant-Colonel the Hon. F. Sey- 
mour Barrington’’ was ordered back to 
his cell in the’ Fourth district police sta- 
tion at Seventh and Carr streets Monday 
morning. , 

“The prisoner will be granted the privi- 
lege of cabling to King Edward,’’ remarked 
Judge Daniel O’Connell Tracy, graciously, 
as the pretended noblemar. was led back to 
the station cage. The announcement did 
not seem to cheer his bogus lordship. 

‘“Barrington,’"’ who has refused to reveal 
his real name, was arrested after a fight 
with his brother-in-law, James F. Cochrane 
of Kansas City, who undertook to punish 
him for the deception by which he won the 
hand of Cochrane's sister, Miss Wilhelmina 
Grace Cechiane of iXunsas City. 

Hie had represented to the young woman 
that he was an officer in his Majesty s 
Horse Guarids‘and heir to the name and és- 
tate of an English lord, and that his wife 
would be mistress of Melrose Castle at 
Brighton, England. He also told a tale or 
his valor in the Boer war. 

This story the Kansas City brother-in- 
law punctured soon after his arrival in the 
city. 

While admitting that his pretension to a 
lordly name and estate were pure fiction, 
the Englishman this morning called his 
irate brother-in-law a “common fellow” 
and retained ws much dignity as a man 
can preserve after being photographed at 
the Rogues’ Gallery and placed in a celi 
with plain drunks and other petty offenders 
who are too poor and friendless to secure 
bail. 

There was a look of deep dejection on 
his erstwhile handsome face when the 
judge announced that the prosecution would 
be granted a day’s continuance that addi- 
ticnal evidence might be secured against 
the alleged warrior who had married a 
beautiful Missouri girl through pretending 
that he was a man of millions and the son 
of a British peer. : 

‘Lady’’ Barrington, recently Miss Coch- 
rane of Kansas City, was notin court. Her, 
unromantic brother was. there, however, 
with his brother-in-law, R. R. Elliott, at 
whose hou&ge the disturbance occurred for 
which Barrington and Cochrane had been 
arrested.

Barrington slept well in spite of the fact 
that he was in a cell with two drunken 
men and a negro. He had “spruced”’ him- 
self as well aga he was able and had donned 
his slate-colored gloves. 

He was the first man of the 13 vagrants, 
drunks and disorderlies brought into the 
corridor by the turnkey to be marched to 
the courtroom. Hig mustache was careful- 
ly curled and his dark, sandy hair a shade 
darker than the mustache was in order. 
He stood erect, his 5 feet 10 of well put 
together figure suggesting the military 
camps of which he had romanced so much. 

Even after a night in a cell he still 
looked the man to attract the admiration 
of the opposite sex.

There mvet be energetic action to remove the foul disgrace by 
changing the conditions. Emergency action is necessary. 
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THE PRIMARY AMEN DMENT. 


The proposed amendments to the primary law do exactly what 
ought not to be done. They remove the choice of candidates still 
further from the people and invest machine party leaders with 
yet more power. 

The object of all primary laws is to give the people an oppor- 
tunity to control party nominations. The present law in Mis- 
souri falls far short of this object since the provision for direct 
nominaticn by the people at the primaries is not obligatory, but 
a mere permission. 

But these amendments propose the repeal of the permission and 
invest the party committee with full power to choose ‘“delega- 
tions’’ for which the voter must biindly and helplessly vote. He 
must choose betwcen them, and the choice is often between 
evils. 

The tendency of public sentiment is all towards the free exee- 
cise of power by the Democracy. The end toa be attained is the 
popular nomination as well as election of candidates by the peo- 
pla without tho interference, obstruction of dictation of party 
bosses. 

The proposal! in question is a step backward. .Instead of widen- 
ing, it narrows the scope of the primary. InSt of repealing 
this permissive provision of the present law it should be made 
obligatory. Then, and not till then, will the people enjoy the 
right which is theirs, and the power of the machine be broken. 

in this matter the word is ‘forward,’ net “backward.” The 
primary law should be strengthened by making it more nearly 
embody the principle of the primary and by protecting the voters. 
Any other course would merefy tie the people's hands yet more 
firmly, and to that extent strengthen the machine. 


Baron von Sternberg should be taken at his word. His an- 
nouncement that the Kalser has no ulterior motives in the Vene- 
zuelan business will be accepted at its face value by good- 
tempered Americans. That William approves the Monroe doc- 
trine and considers it “‘a peacemaker’' may not be taken without 
seasoning, but it is reassuring.

WAS MISSED WEDNESDAY 
AND FOUND ON SUNDAY 


Taken a Short Cut Across the Fields 
Near Edwardsville He Struck a 
Bog Which Drew Him Down 
to Horrible Death, 


Lying face downward, his body almost 
covered by mire, the lifeless form of Will- 
fam Brunner, a farmer near Edwardsville, 
was found by a searching party of Fort 
Russell township. - 

The corpse reached Edwardsville Monday 
morning and will be interred Tuesday by 
the German Evangelical Church, of which 
the deceased had for many years been an 
earnest member. 

Death is believed to have been caused 
by exhaustion and came after a desperate 
struggie to clear himself from the sticky, 
sinking bog. 

Brunner had been missing since last 
Wednesday and it was the accumulation 
of mail in his postoffice box that first 
aroused suspicion. 

A party of citizens visited the house Sun- 
day and forced the door. The rooms were 
in order, but gave evidences of not having 


been occupied for several days. A general 
alarm was felt and the neighborhood 
searched. 


The body was found in a wheat field half 
a mile from the houses The aged man was 
taking a short cut home when he encoun- 
‘tered the deadly mire. As he plunged into 
it the mud yielded and he sank to his knees, 
Each desperate step forward caused the 
bog to rise higher about him. Doubly 
handicapped by weight of years and weak- 
ness from a recent sickness, the struggle 
was too uneven and Brunner, in sight of 
his home, fell on his face. The mire closed 
about him and he was choked and gmoth- 
ered to death. , 

It was with great difficultv the body was 
extracted from:‘the mud. When cleansed it 
was shipped to Edwardsville for prepara- 
tion for burial. 

Deputy Coroner Charles ©. Hoskins held 
an inquest. The verdict was death due to 
becoming mired and smothered.
